Due to a drop in pressure 
in the Boyne City water sup- 
ply, bacterial contamination 
may have occurred in the 
water system. Bacteria are 
generally not harmful and 
are common throughout our 
environment. Corrective 
measures are currently 
being undertaken to correct 
the situation. 


What should | do? 


DO NOT DRINK THE 
WATER WITHOUT BOIL- 
ING IT FIRST. Bring all 
water to a boil, let it boil for 
one minute, and let it cool 
before using, or use bottled 
water. Boiled or bottled 
water should be used for 
drinking, making ice, brush- 
ing teeth, washing dishes, 
and preparing food. Boiling 
kills bacteria and other or- 
ganisms in the water. Con- 
tinue using boiled or bottled 
water until further notice. 


What is being done? 


These precautionary ac- 
tions are being taken due to 
the loss of water pressure in 
the water distribution sys- 
tem caused by a water main 
break on Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 10th. Whenever a water 
system loses pressure for 
any significant length of 
time, precautionary meas- 
ures are recommended. 

The City of Boyne City is 
working to get pressure re- 
stored, and water staff will 
be taking other remedial ac- 
tions such as flushing and 
collecting bacteriological 
samples from around the 
system. The samples will be 
collected to determine that 
the water quality meets the 
state drinking water stan- 
dards. We will inform you 
when tests show no bacteria 
and you no longer need to

As the temperatures con- 
tinue to drop and Michigan 
prepares to turn back the 
clocks on November 1 for 
Daylight Saving Time, Michi- 
ganders are urged to take ac- 
tion to prevent carbon 
monoxide poisoning. To help 
bring attention to this poten- 
tially life-threatening issue, 
Governor Gretchen Whitmer 
has declared Oct. 26 — Nov. 1, 
2020 as Carbon Monoxide 
Safety Awareness Week. 

“Carbon monoxide poison- 
ing can occur almost any- 
where and I hope 
Michiganders take this time 
to prepare and prevent this 
life-threatening issue,” said 
Governor Whitmer. “Aware- 
ness about carbon monoxide

Michigan resi- 
dents should install a 
detector today to protect our 
loved ones from the dangers 
of carbon monoxide poison- 
ing. Carbon monoxide is a 
colorless, odorless, tasteless 
and poisonous gas known as 
the ‘Invisible Killer; it re- 
quires an electronic sensor to 
detect.” 

These hospitalizations for 
carbon monoxide poisoning 
are preventable when people 
are prepared.

To protect yourself and 
your family from carbon 
monoxide, follow these safety 
tips: 

-Make sure you have work- 
ing carbon monoxide detec- 
tors. Detectors on every level 
of your home, including the 
basement, are strongly rec- 
ommended. Detectors can be 
purchased at most hardware 
and big box stores. Daylight 
Savings Time is a good time 
each year to replace the bat- 
teries in your detector and 
push the “Test” button to be 
sure it’s working properly. 
Replace your detector every 
five years or according to 
manufacturer’s instructions. 
Use a battery-powered detec- 
tor where you have fuel burn- 
ing devices but no electric 
outlets, such as in tents, cab- 
ins, RVs and boats with en- 
closed cabins. 

-Have your furnace or 
wood-burning stove in- 
spected annually. Hire a pro- 
fessional to make sure it is 
functionally sound and vents 
properly outside the home. 

-Never run a gasoline or 
propane heater or a grill (gas 
or charcoal) inside your 
home or in an unventilated 
garage. Any heating system 
that burns fuel produces car- 
bon monoxide. 


-Generators should be run 
at a safe distance (at least 20 
feet) from the home. Never 
run a generator in the home 
or garage or right next to 
windows or doors. 

-Never run a car in an en- 
closed space. If a vehicle is 
running, you must have a 
door open to the outside. 

Symptoms of overexpo- 
sure to carbon monoxide in- 
clude headache, fatigue, 
dizziness, shortness of 
breath, nausea and confu- 
sion. At high levels, carbon 
monoxide can cause death 
within minutes. If you sus- 
pect you may be experiencing 
carbon monoxide poisoning, 
or your detector sounds an 
alarm, head outside immedi- 
ately for fresh air and call 
911. 

In addition, Michiganders 
are reminded to install 
smoke alarms and carbon 
monoxide detectors on every 
floor in your home, push the 
button to test them regularly, 
change all alarm batteries 
every 6 months, and replace 
alarms after 10 years.

On November 10, the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is re- 
porting 57 new confirmed 
cases in Antrim (1), 
Charlevoix (9), Emmet (26), 
and Otsego (21) counties. 
Case investigation and con- 
tact tracing are in progress, 
and relevant information 
will be shared when it is 
available. Due to the large 
volume of cases, case inves- 
tigations and contract trac- 
ing, we ask anyone who is 
told that they tested positive 
for COVID-19 to self-isolate 
at home until the health de- 
partment can reach you. 

During this difficult and 
stressful time, it is important 
we come together as a com- 
munity and take care of 
each other physically, men- 
tally, and socially. For most 
people, this is a disease they 
can overcome. Since March 
we have learned and adapted 
daily to understand testing, 
symptoms, and treatments 
that have helped those af- 
fected. We know there are 
simple steps we can do our- 
selves like wearing out a 
mask, staying within our so- 
cial bubbles, and washing 
our hands that will keep us, 
our loved ones, and the most 
vulnerable safe. We would 
like to thank everyone in- 
cluding local businesses, 
restaurants and schools who 
are trying to do the right 
thing to protect the commu- 
nity. 

“Tsolation and quarantine 
have a major impact on indi- 
viduals and their families. It 
is never something that the 


health department takes 
lightly and because we know 
that these decisions have an 
impact, we follow a system- 
atic process consistently 
throughout every investiga- 
tion,” stated Lisa Peacock, 
Health Officer. “We are 
thankful for the dedication 
and diligence of our commu- 
nity in helping us to remain 
focused on the goal of inter- 
rupting transmission.”

Lock in a propane rate and 
have a backup heating plan, 
such as a generator, wood 
stove or fireplace. 

Have furnaces inspected 
by a qualified professional 
and change the air filter. 

Have your fireplace and 
chimney cleaned and in- 
spected. Contact your local 
fire department for a referral 
or look for a local inspector 
online. 

Install battery-operated 
carbon monoxide (CO) detec- 
tors near every sleeping

Boyne City Felony Drunk 
Driver Sentenced 


Kelly Ann Woodard, 40, 
Boyne City, was sentenced 
last week in the 38rd Circuit 
Court to serve 11 months in 
jail, eight months immedi- 
ately, on a felony conviction 
of Operating a Motor Vehi- 
cle While Intoxicated, Third 
Offense. She was also placed 
on probation for 36 months. 

Woodard was arrested on 
May 28, 2020 when she was 
driving with a blood alcohol 
level of .38, over five times 
the legal limit in Michigan. 

She was previously con- 
victed of three drunk driv- 
ing offenses, twice in 2004 
and also in 2016. Woodard 
was also arrested for drunk 
driving on October 3, 2019 
when she was sitting at the 
wheel of her vehicle at the 
end of a driveway in Hayes 
Township with the engine 
running and a blood alcohol 
level of .22. 

District Court Judge 
James N. Erhart dismissed 
that charge, ruling that 
Woodard was not “operat- 
ing” the vehicle at the time. 
The Charlevoix County 
Prosecuting Attorney’s Of- 
fice appealed that ruling and 


was awaiting argument on 
that case when Woodard was 
again arrested on the cur- 
rent charge. 

In addition to the drunk 
driving arrests and convic- 
tions, Woodard was con- 
victed of leaving the scene of 
an accident in 2013. 

In a sentencing memoran- 
dum filed with the Court, 
Charlevoix County Prosecut- 
ing Attorney said that 
Woodard was a “ticking 
timebomb” and presented a 
“clear and present danger” 
to other drivers in 
Charlevoix County. 

In sentencing Woodard, 
Judge Roy C. Hayes II noted 
that Woodard’s blood alcohol 
level in this case was high 
enough to kill a person. 
Hayes noted that in 
Woodard’s prior three drunk 
driving convictions, she had 
only served 27 days of up- 
front jail time. 

Hayes told Woodard, 
“You’re not here today be- 
cause you’re an alcoholic. 
You’re here because you’re 
putting the people of this 
community in harm’s way.”

A U.S. Senator’s proposal to save local journalism

organizations in competing with Facebook and Google.

America’s local newsrooms 
now have thousands fewer 
watchdogs exposing crime 
and corruption — and keep- 
ing elected officials account- 
able to their constituents. ... 
Communities are losing ac- 
cess to trusted, non-partisan 
information that keeps our 
civil institutions cohesive and 
resilient. 

The COVID-19 crisis pro- 
vides a sobering case in point. 
Americans are turning to 
local media at unprecedented 
levels for information about 
local pandemic response and 
disease spread. Unfortu- 
nately, the crisis makes an al- 
ready difficult economic 
situation nearly impossible. 
Newspapers will likely lay off 
another 7,000 employees in 
2020. 

The root causes leading to 
the destruction of local jour- 
nalism can be attributed to 
two primary factors. The first 
is that the rise of the Internet 
and digital information has 
fundamentally altered how 
Americans receive and digest 
the news, disrupting journal- 
ism’s historic business model. 

The second major chal- 
lenge is that local news has 
been hijacked by a few large 
news aggregation platforms, 
most notably Google and 
Facebook, which have be- 
come the dominant players in 
online advertising. These on- 
line platforms take local news 
content and data for their 
own sites and leverage their 
market dominance to force 
local news to accept little to 
nothing for their intellectual 
property. 

Google and Facebook alone 
control 77 percent of locally 
focused digital advertising 
revenue. To put this market 
share in perspective, the ad 
revenues that Google earned 
last year will exceed the com- 
bined ad revenues of all TV 
and radio stations in the 
country.

fair compensation, diverting 
user traffic away from local 
news websites, and using for- 
mats to obtain data about 
local news customers are un- 
fair and abusive practices the 
Federal Trade Commission 
needs to enforce against. 

To their credit, facing mas- 
sive disruption in the online 
marketplace, local news out- 
lets have already taken big 
leaps into a new business 
model that is based on the 
trust they have earned with 
their audience. Some newspa- 
pers, such as the Seattle 
Times, the Tampa Bay Times 
and the Colorado Sunhave 
also reported gaining new 
subscribers during the pan- 
demic. 

With these changes, a more 
balanced subscription and 
advertising model is emerg- 
ing for local journalism, 
which is laying the founda- 


tion for future growth. 

But local news outlets need 
help from Congress to sur- 
vive the health pandemic and 
level the playing field that is 
severely tilted in favor of tril- 
lion-dollar online platforms. 

Congress should consider a 
number of possible ap- 
proaches: 

¢ Emergency COVID finan- 
cial relief to support jobs at 
local news outlets by extend- 
ing and expanding the Pay- 
check Protection Program. 
Congress should also con- 
sider targeted tax incentives 
and grants to help local news 
entities survive the current 
economic turmoil. 

¢ Require the news aggre- 
gation platforms to negotiate 
in good faith with local news 
organizations and pay them 
fair market value for their 
content. 

Local news plays an essen- 


tial role in binding communi- 
ties together — chronicling 
the challenges and triumphs 
of towns large and small, 
holding local government of- 
ficials accountable and re- 
porting on issues that are 
most pressing to local com- 
munities. 

The restoration of local 
journalism is vitally impor- 
tant, not only to our democ- 
racy as the Founders 
envisioned it, but also to the 
well-being of the nation and 
local communities. Its demise 
would be a loss beyond meas- 
ure. 


Editor’s note: This column is an 
adaptation of the report that Sen. 
Maria Cantwell of Washington state, 
the senior Democrat on the U.S. 
Senate Commerce Committee, 
authored and released.

Grants awarded for Beaver Island, Boyne City, Charlevoix, and East Jordan 


The Community Founda- 
tion responded to requests 
from nonprofit partners in 
four geographic areas in 
Charlevoix County in Octo- 
ber. Thanks to donors who

Michigan on track to reach flu vaccine goal with 2.4 million vaccinations 


Nearly 2.4 million Michi- 
ganders have gotten their flu 
vaccine this season, putting 
the state more than halfway 
towards its goal of 4.2 million 
flu vaccinations, the Michi- 
gan Department of Health 
and Human Services 
(MDHHS) announced today. 

“Tt’s more important than 
ever that Michiganders get 
their flu vaccine to protect 
themselves and their families 
and help us save crucial re- 
sources for hospitals to fight 
the spread of COVID-19,” said 
Governor Gretchen Whitmer. 
“As we head into the winter 
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news and sports 
covering all of 
Charlevoix County 


months and the 2020-2021 flu 
season, I urge more Michi- 
ganders to get their flu vac- 
cine, and make sure your 
kids get one too. And as al- 
ways, mask up, practice safe 
physical distancing, and 
wash your hands frequently 
to protect yourselves, your 
family, and our brave front- 
line workers from COVID-19. 
We will get through this to- 
gether.” 

“This is great news, but we 
still need more Michiganders 
to get their flu vaccine as 
soon as possible,” said Dr. 
Joneigh Khaldun, MDHHS

chief deputy for health and 
chief medical executive. “In- 
fluenza can be deadly and 
getting the flu vaccine is a 
step we can take to protect 
against it. Every flu-related 
hospitalization we see this 
season will put an additional 
strain on our hospitals that 
are already dealing with a 
surge of COVID-19 patients.” 
During the 2019-2020 flu 
season, the nation recorded 
39 to 56 million estimated 
cases of the flu, 18 to 26 mil- 
lion medical visits due to the 
flu and nearly half a million 
hospitalizations. Despite its 
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comparison to the common 
cold, the flu is a very serious 
and potentially deadly dis- 
ease, especially for children, 
older people and those with 
chronic health conditions. 
Last season, 187 children died 
from the flu in the United 
States, including six children 
in Michigan. 

The flu vaccine is available 
across the state and residents 
can find a location nearby at 
Michigan.gov/Flu. 

Last flu season, an esti- 
mated 3.2 million people in 
Michigan received a flu vac- 
cine as documented in the 
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Michigan Care Improvement 
Registry (MCIR). While re- 
porting doses to the MCIR is 
strongly encouraged, it is not 
mandatory for adults aged 20 
years and older. The state has 
set a goal of achieving a 33 
percent increase in flu vacci- 
nation this season, which 
means more than 1 million 
people over last flu season. 
The state’s I Vaccinate 
campaign is working to edu- 
cate residents about the 
safety of vaccinating. In an 
effort to help parents protect 
their children from all seri- 
ous vaccine-preventable dis- 


eases, I Vaccinate provides 
the facts parents need to 
make informed decisions 
about vaccinations. 

Michiganders should con- 
tact their local health depart- 
ments, physicians or 
pharmacies to schedule a 
time to get the flu shot, and to 
seek out credible sources like 
IVaccinate.org for answers to 
vaccine questions. For more 
information about the flu, 
visit Michigan.gov/Flu. 


November is National 
Homeless Awareness 


Month 


As the state observes Na- 
tional Homeless Awareness 
Month, promising data 
shows the number of Michi- 
ganders experiencing home- 
lessness is declining. While 
this is a promising develop- 
ment, Governor Gretchen 
Whitmer said today that 
there is still more work to do 
to ensure every Michigander 
has access to safe, affordable 
housing. 

According to data from 
Michigan’s Homeless Man- 
agement Information Sys- 
tem, there has been a slight 
decline in the number of in- 
dividuals experiencing 
homelessness in Michigan 
from 65,104 in 2018 to 61,832 
in 2019. Additionally, in 2019, 
the state saw a decline in 
family, youth (18-24), and 
veteran homelessness. 

The state continues to see 
a stark racial disparity 
within the homeless popula- 
tion, according to the data. 
Catastrophic events, from 
slavery to segregation, have 
led to the systematic denial 
of access and equal rights 
for Black Americans which 
has resulted in Black Ameri- 
cans being far more likely to 
experience housing insecu- 
rity and homelessness. Un- 
fortunately, we see this 
dynamic playing out in 
Michigan as Black Ameri- 
cans make up 14% of the 
general population but a 
staggering 52% of the home- 
less population. Governor 
Whitmer and leaders in her 
administration have made a 
commitment to addressing 
this disparity and working 
to ensure Black Michigan- 
ders have access to afford- 
able housing. 

“Every Michigander de- 


serves access to quality, safe, 


and affordable housing, and 
as we approach winter in 
Michigan, we must remem- 
ber to do everything we can 
to reach that goal. National 
Homeless Awareness Month 
is a time to create awareness 
and renew our commitment

to eliminate homelessness,” 
said Governor Whitmer. “I 
will continue working with 
partners in state govern- 
ment and everyone else who 
wants to ensure everyone in 
our state can put a roof over 
their head.” 

One of the ways the state 
has aimed to reduce home- 
lessness is by ensuring 
housing stability during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. When 
the state’s eviction morato- 
rium ended in July, the Evic- 
tion Diversion Program 
(EDP) was initiated and 
funded from Senate Bill 690, 
which appropriated $880 
million in federal dollars 
from the Coronavirus Aid, 
Relief and Economic Secu- 
rity (CARES) Act. The Sen- 
ate bills called for $60 
million to be set aside to es- 
tablish a rental assistance 
program — of which $50 mil- 
lion has been dedicated to 
keeping renters in their 
homes with the remaining 
$10 million covering case 
management, legal, and ad- 
ministrative costs. The EDP 
is administered by the 
Michigan State Housing De- 
velopment Authority and in 
collaboration with the 
Michigan Supreme Court 
and Department of Health 
and Human Services. 

“The pandemic created 
additional challenges and 
vulnerabilities for Michigan- 
ders. Many experienced 
housing instabilities and 
found themselves for the 
first time, facing homeless- 
ness,” said Kelly Rose, chief 
housing solutions officer 
and chair of the Michigan 
Interagency Council on 
Homelessness. “The Evic- 
tion Diversion Program has 
already helped thousands of 
individuals and families stay 
in their homes and we will 
help thousands more before 
the end of the year.”

WHICH HOME IMPROVEMENTS 
ADD VALUE? 


While some home improvements 
can add significant dollars to the re- 
sale value of a residence, others are 
barely worth the investment. So how 
can homeowners decide which im- 
provements will add significant value 
and which won't? 

Here's a few tips on cost-effective im- 
provement; upgrades that can make 
the difference in the sale price and add 
value to your property. 

As arule, kitchens and baths are the 
two areas that most often make the dif- 
ference in a sale. They make the most 
impact on buyers, and definitely im- 
pact what buyers perceive the prop- 
erty is worth.

The national average for remodeling 
an entire kitchen is more than $20,000 
with some running upwards of $30,000.

likely that the seller will be able to 
recoup their original investment. 

Existing features that have dimin- 
ished with age can usually be repaired 
without a lot of added expense. Hard- 
wood floors, for instance, cost $1.50 - 
$2.00 per square foot to refurbish, but 
it is a good investment because buyers 
are willing to pay more for the refin- 
ished appearance. 

For older homes, people are more 
energy conscious, so improvements in 
the insulation of windows, doors and 
storm doors are smart investments. 

In general, neutral, light and bright 
are the best rules to follow-a neutral 
decor, freshly painted walls and clean 
carpeting also help to sell a home 
faster.
